Bright Crayola Crayon colored pictures are 
scattered among the walls. A chart of the alpha- 
bet and numbers 1 to 10 sticks out among them. 
Toys and Dr. Seuss books are sprawled out along 
the floor. Miniature circular tables and chairs are 
aligned in the middle of the carpet. This is not a 
typical room that one would expect to see in 
Merrillville High School. However, this room does 
exist. It is the childcare center that MHS offers to 
the public. The day care was established last year 
but has been wanted here for a long time. Mrs. 
Maggie Stallings, teacher at MHS, had taken in- 
terest in the program since the idea was first cre- 
ated. "The day care was something we wanted 
here for many years and the room was already 
designed for it," she said. 

The childcare is available for parents who need 
a safe place for their children to be taken care of 
while they are at work. The day care opens at 


6:30 a.m. and is available up until 6 p.m. Monday 
through Friday for children who are three to five 
years of age. Children who are at the day care 
also attend preschool within the day care from 9 to 
11:30 a.m. each day. This year about 20 children 
attend. The teachers include Mrs. Rhonda Goodrich, 
Mrs. Kathy Worley and Mrs. Rochelle Melton. 

A typical day for the children includes breakfast 
in the cafeteria shortly after they arrive followed by 
"circle time," where they learn such things like the days 
of the week. They then break up into small groups, 
take a break for snack time and then enjoy a half 
hour of exercise in the gym. They return for more 
small group work, lunch, nap time and have time left 
to play before their parents arrive and pick them 
up. The children have taken field trips to the apple 
orchard, the circus and 'Monster Inc. on Ice." 

Mrs. Goodrich, whose son Cole attends the pro- 
gram, feels that she and the other teachers have a 


major impact on the childrens lives. "This is a tin* 
where children are always learning and they arc 
picking up on what you do or say,' she noted. 

Along with the three teachers, students from Mn 
Stallings's class also help out with the children. The 
class is three hours long, and they learn about chile 
development and how to work with the childrer 
During second semester, each student has to plat 
and teach a lesson to the preschool children. 

For some students, including Senior Megar 
Sobieriski, this class is useful in preparing for thei 
future career. Sobieriski wishes to pursue an educa 
tion degree. "I feel that this class will prepare me fo 
what I will learn in college," she said. 

If the day care's success continues, it will remaii 
on campus. Mrs. Goodrich said, "I like where I arr 
and I love working with the kids each day.

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Helping Education Reach Occupations 


Being a hero isn't only saving lives. It has other meanings, and here at MHS 
we have had our HERO for the past 16 years. Helping Education Reach 
Occupation is a program that started in the school year of 1988-1989. Since 
the beginning of the organization, the class has become more popular among 
students. The base of the program is to give students the capability to work 
and gain job training while still in school. 

"I like that I get out of school early and I have a job to do during the day. 
That way I have more time in the afternoon to do homework or just hang out," 
said MHS child care worker and Senior Krystal Schmitt. 


In order to participate in the program, a student must meet the qualifica- 
tions of being a student of good attendance and manners and maintaining a C 
average.
